What will happen to the Boyne River? 


TO THE EDITOR: 


Wednesday, Nov. 3 was an unusual news day. First there 
was the special article on the front page of The Citizen- 
Journal about Tom Sheets. It was titled ‘““He was truly A 
Friend of the Boyne” and told us all about Tom's love for 
the Boyne River and his strong commitment to keeping 
the river free from pollution. 

Then, immediately below that article, was one titled 
“Breaking Ground” in which the construction of Boyne 
City’s new wastewater treatment facility is announced, 
including the statement that the sewage effluent will go 
into the Boyne River! 

The third newspaper article was in the Detroit News, 


first section, page 11A. The title is “Male bass produce 
eggs, shock scientists, Man-made pollutants in the 
Potomac River appear to interfere with chemical signals.” 

They are not talking about the Potomac around Wash- 
ington, D.C., they are talking about the Potomac River in 
West Virginia where the river “is as clear as bottled wa- 
ter.” The article says that “Hormones, drugs and other 
manmade po]lutants appear to be interfering with the 
chemical signals that make fish grow and reproduce.” 
According to the U.S. Geological Survey of smaflmouth 
bass from the South Branch of the Potomac, about 79 
percent of male fish are “‘inter-sex”’ bass and they are grow- 
ing eggs. 

Then the article states that “One recent study near sew- 


age plants in Colorado found male fish whose bodies were 
trying to produce eggs and some females whose repro- 
ductive systems were out of sync.” 

The discharge from our new wastewater treatment plant 
will contain all of these hormones, drugs and other man- 
made pollutants. There are no regulations to stop our new 
wastewater treatment facility from dumping hormones, 
drugs and other man-made pollutants into the Boyne River. 
What will happen to our fish? What will happen to the 
tourists who come to fish our river? What will happen to 
our City that we all try to make beautiful but will now 
have a polluted river running through it?

Children can qualify for 
Special supply of flu vaccine 


Local health department offices and many physicians 
offices have flu vaccine available for children from a 
special supply devoted to children who qualify for the 
Vaccine for Children (VFC) program and who fall into 
one of the high-risk groups, as defined by the US Cen- 
ters for Disease Control (CDC) and Prevention. 

Since the flu vaccine shortage was announced in mid- 
October, the CDC issued revised high priority groups 
for flu vaccination for children. They are: 

All children 6 months through 23 months of age; 

Any child over age 2 with an underlying chronic 
medical condition such as heart disease, kidney dis- 
ease, lung diseases like asthma; diabetes, or a weak- 
ened immune system caused by cancer treatment, HIV/ 
AIDS, or steroid therapy: 

Children 6 months to 18 years old on chronic aspi- 


schedule an appointment. 


The Michigan Department of Community Health 
provides health departments with vaccine for children 
who are eligible for the VFC program and in turn they 
distribute it to participating physicians’ offices. The 
Vaceine for Children program provides vaccine for 
children who receive Medicaid as well as children who 
are uninsured, underinsured, or an American Indian 


or Alaskan Native. 


“Underinsured” children have health insurance, .but 
it may not cover immunizations, or they’ve reached 
their limit on preventive care. 

Fralick said parents meed to check with their insur- 
ance provider to see if their coverage includes child- 


hood imumunizations. 


Many physician offices also have flu vaccine avail- 
able for children who fall within the CDC guidelines 
but are not VFC-eligible; that is, their families pay 
for children’s immunizations or they have insurance 
coverage for immunizations. Parents should cal) their 
child’s physician if they have any questions about their 


child's need for a flu shot,

Sheriff warns of bogus telemarketing 


Sheriff George T. Lasater 
wants to warn the citizens 
of Charlevoix County that 
an aggressive telemarket- 
ing Campaign has begun 
statewide. “These cailers 
do not represent my office 
or the Michigan Sheriff's 
Association, of which ] am 
a member,” Lasater said. 

Telemarketers have been 
calling citizens to request 
donations and, in some 
cases, say the money will 
be applied to a scholarship 
program for the children of 
fallen officers. While some 
organizations rely on 
telemarketing, Sheriff 
Lasater warns that recent 
calls may be fraudulent 
telemarketing schemes. 

“If a telemarketer says 
they are from the Michigan 
Sheriffs’ Association, you 
should know immediately 
that he or she is lying,” said 
MSA Executive Director 
Terrence L. Jungel. “The 


MSA never requests dona- 
tions by telephone. These 
telemarketers hurt our le- 
gitimate efforts to raise 

‘money for important train- 
ing programs for the state’s 
sheriffs.” 

The MSA, created by the 
Legislature in 1877, is the 
oldest law enforcement or- 
ganization in the state and 


the only one that represents 
the office of sheriff. 

“We will not receive one 
dime of money these 
telemarketers are trying to 
get,” Lasater said. Anyone 
who received one of these 
calls should: note the date 
and time of the call; ask the 
caller to clearly identify 
who they represent; do not 


give the caller any financial 
information; hang up.

“T believe deer hunters are going to 
be more challenged this year,” 
Mastenbrook said. “They are going 
to have to get out earlier and scout 
(the Jand).” 

Mastenbrook said he expects the 
buck harvest to be similar to last year, 
however, the antlerless harvest could 
be affected due to the 22 percent 
reduction in the number of antlerless 
permits. Mastenbrook indicated the 
best option for hunters is to find places 
with scattered oak and beech trees — 
which yield strong concentrations of 
beech nuts and acorns. 

“That should be a strong attraction 
for deer this season,” Mastenbrook 
said. 

Otherwise, the best hunting op- 
portunity will be once again found 
on privately owned agricultural 
lands. Hunters should be encour- 
aged to contact landowners for per- 
mission to hunt on these areas. 

“T think there’s not quite as much 
hunting pressure and some of the 
private land isn’t even hunted,” 
Mastenbrook said. 

“It acts almost like a refuge for 
them.” 

DNR Lt. Conservation Officer Jeff 
Gaither said officials will continue 
to keep a steady lookout on hunters 
who overbait. Regulations in Antrim 
County for the past two years have 
limited the amount of bait to two 
gallons at one site for one day. This 
regulation is in effect for public and 
private lands. 


In its annual statewide forecast for 
deer hunting prospects, the Michigan 
Department of Natural Resources 
(DNR) has indicated that it expects 
another average year ~ much like the 
results from 2003. 

Nearly 775,000 Michigan hunters 
took part in firearm deer season last 
year and overall, they expected to kill 
360,000 deer out of an estimated herd 
of 1.8 million in the state. 

DNR officials in the Northwest 
management unit of the state estimate | 
a similar deer harvest as in recent 
years, with the deer survival through 
last winter being average. However, a 
wet, cold spring may have reduced 
early fawn survival. . 

DNR wildlife habitat biologist 
Brian Mastenbrook indicated pros- 
pects could be spotty in counties con- 
cerned with bovine tuberculosis (TB). 
An early season held from Oct. 9-17 
for antlerless firearm deer was held 
with this concern in mind, which 
Mastenbrook said may reduce the 
number of antlerless deer for the regu- 
lar firearm season. 

Hunters who are worried about the 
possibility of TB or Chronic Wasting 
Disease (CDW) affecting their deer 
may have them tested at a number of 
DNR check stations around northern 
Michigan. State-wide, the DNR pro- 
vides about 90 check stations. 

" Because of the “average” forecast, 
Mastenbrook believes hunters around 
northern Michigan may have a more 


The simple guide for hunting safe 


and leave the action open, if possible. 
Also, after you shoot, put the safety on 
before you take your first step. 

Be sure of your target, and what is 
in front and behind your target. 

It is easy to get excited when you see 
that big buck, but first make sure that it 
is really a deer, and if it is safe to shoot. 
Make sure there are no buildings, people 
or roads behind the deer that would be 
in danger if you miss or the bullet 
passes through the animal. If you are 
not 100 percent sure of where your 
hunting companions are, or if there 
isn’tenough light or aclear sight line to 


If you are one of the hundreds of 
thousands of hunters who take to the 
woods in pursuit of whitetail deer this 
fall, take a few minutes to review some 
basic safety information from Whiteta- 
ils Unlimited that will insure that ev- 
eryone enjoys the hunt safely. 

Handle all firearms as if they were 
loaded, at all times. 

Every year there are news stories of

If you always consider a weapon to be 
loaded, and treat it accordingly, this

Take care of your firearms and 
ammunition, and treat them with 
respect. 

Don’tjust grab a gun and some ammo 
that have been stored for months as you 
leave the house the morning of your 
hunt. Spend some time to make sure 
your equipment is in good shape. Take 
it out before the hunt to check the sights 
or scope. Make sure the barrel is not 
obstructed and that the action works 
properly. Make sure the ammunition 
matches the firearm. Never horseplay 
with firearms, and never climb a fence, 
ladder, tree or tree stand, or cross diffi- 
cult or slippery terrain with a loaded 


This takes diligence and awareness, 
but it is a skill that can be quickly 
developed. Always be aware of where 
other people are in relation to your 
muzzle, and let your hunting partners 


you are, It is easy to lose concentration 
when everyone is uncasing their guns 
at the back of the pickup, or when you 
are tired at the end of the day. Always 
point the muzzle in a safe direction. 
Don’trely on your firearm’ ssafety. 
A safety is a mechanical device, and 
it could fail at any time. Use it reli- 
giously except when you are ready to 
fire, but never assume that because the 
safety is on, you are 100 percent safe. 
Untoat the firearm when not in use,

“T think for the most part hunters 
have gotten away from dumping 
truck loads of bait,” Gaither said. 
“Are people still doing it? Yeah, but 
I think not as much.” 

Gaither said the DNR will be us- 
ing aircraft fly-overs tn the next few 
weeks to spot any excessive bait 
piles before the season starts and 
continue routine inspections once the 
season is in full swing. 

“We'll spend a lot of time with 
this because we want it fair for ev- 
eryone,” Gaither said. 

Hunters found with excessive bait 
piles could be subject to a $500 fine 


firearm. Also remember that you can 
set the example for everyone in your 
group, especially for younger hunters. 

Be safe if you are using a tree 
stand. 

Never climb into the stand carrying 
your weapon. Unload your weapon and 
use a line to pull your gun or bow up 
after you have fastened your safety 
harness (remember to reload after you 
are settled). Reverse the process when 
you leave the tree stand. Always un- 
load the weapon, and always use a 
safety harness or belt. 

Control your emotions. 

After you shoot that 10-pointer,don't 
turn with your loaded firearm, with the 
safety off, toward your friends. Don't 
run to the downed ahimal, or chase off 
into someone else’s firing lane. Re- 
hearse in your mind what safe actions 
will be, and always be aware of your 
surroundings. Show some discipline 
and restraint, and don’t take poor shots 
that may be unsafe. 

Be aware of any other circum- 
stances that may affect safety. 

If the landowner tells you to stay out 
of an area, respect his directions. Rain, 
fog, snow or sleet may reduce visibility 
or create hazardous conditions. Use 
common sense, and remember that a 
tragic accident can be the result of 
taking chances. 

Never mix alcohol or drugs with 
firearms.

or a 90-day misdemeanor. 

Although the “average” label may 
scare off some hunters, both Gaither 
and Mastenbrook encouraged hunt- 
ers to get out and enjoy the season, 
which starts Nov. 15. 

The annual firearm season is piv- 
otal in reducing the state’s deer herd 
which helps reduce car-deer acci- 
dents and damage to area crops. 

It also pumps as much as $1.2 
billion into Michigan businesses each 
year, with hunters.purchasing guns, 
ammunition, food, clothing, and other 
supplies for their trips into the woods.

The first drink of the day is the end of 
the hunting day. no matter what time it 
is. Forget the eye-opener, the flask “to 
keep you warm,” or the pick-me-up 
with lunch, and don’t tolerate drinking 
(or drugs) from anyone you: hunt or 
shoot with. Alcohol and guns are a 
deadly combination. Before you have 
that beer with dinner at night, make sure 
all firearms are already unloaded, 
cleaned and cased. In addition, if you 
are taking any prescription or over-the- 
counter medications that may affect 
your judgment, or make you drowsy, 
anxious or otherwise impaired, check 
with your doctor or pharmacist to see if 
there is an alternative. 

Safety does not end when you leave 
the woods. 

Even if youare tired,cold and hungry 
when you get home, safety is still the 
first priority. Before anything else, store 
your firearms and ammunition in a safe 
place, separate from each other and out 
of the reach of children. Then call your 
friends to come see your deer, take a hot 
shower and get a decent meal. You’ve 
earned it. 

Remember that hunting is a process, 
not a destination. No deer is worth 
risking your or someone else’s life. 
There are friends, family and other 
people in the woods with you, and a 
successful hunt is not really measured 
in points and pounds, but in fellowship 
and appreciation of our natural world.

A moose hunter’s 
redemption

Of the hundreds of hunting stories that I’ ve heard or experienced, J have 
one favorite, 

The story involves two moose, five shots and my old roommate, Bill 
Rapson. The setting is Alaska, in the Mantanuska-Susitna Valley, in 
September of 2003. / 

Before I get fully into the good part of the story, allow me to break down 
some of the rules and regulations of big game hunting in Alaska. This is the 
part where I get to sound important, like an experienced hunter. 

For an Alaska resident to moose hunt, all they require is a hunting license. 
‘his license enables them to kill a bull moose with an antler spread of no 
less than 50 inches or three brow tines on either side. To get into the 
specifics of what a brow tine is or how exactly you go about measuring a 
inoose’s antlers before shooting it is beyond me. SoI'I! skip that part for it’s 
not vital to the story. 

Hunters can kill a cow moose if they’ve received a special permit from 
the state. Hunters must submit an application, and through a lottery process, 
cow moose harvest permits are awarded. The only other stipulation is, in 
order to regulate the number of harvests, the state is divided into hunting 
zones and only a certain number of permits are awarded for each zone. 

With the technicalities out of the way, allow me to continue with my 
story. Bill applied for and received a cow moose permit. His hunting zone 
was in the Mat-Su Valley, an extremely accessible and convenient hunting 
location with a large cow moose population. The Mat-Su Valley was only 
20 minutes from our apartment in Anchorage, so it was possible to hunt for 
a couple free hours here-and-there, 

Once the moose season was upon us, Bil! was ready, for he had himself 
a new gun. He had just purchased a .300 Weatherby rifle and mounted a 
scope On it that could see Pluto. From the looks of the gun and its bullets, 
I figured it could knock down an SUV. 

Farly in the season, he ventured out to the valley to scout the area. It took 
a couple trips and a couple unsuccessful hunts, but Bill found the perfect 
spot. 

The day was Tuesday. I had just returned home from work, as had Bill, 


- He quickly gathered up his gear and was ready to go hunting. With nothing 


better to do than sit on the couch and drink Beer, I joined him. 

Upon arriving to the hunting spot, we discovered one smal! oversight. If 
you've ever been to Alaska in the summer, you know that you can’t go to 
the mal! without a thick layer of mosquito repellant. Alaskans don’t wear 
perfume or cologne, they just use different scents of Cutters. 

On this day, we would venture into a swamp without any repellant. It’s 
not an exaggeration to say that at any given time, we each had a few hundred 
mosquitos on and around us. 


We tolerated this for almost 30 minutes, but we were getting eaten alive, 


so we headed back to the car and called it a day. 

As we headed back to the highway and just as we got onto the on-ramp, 
I looked over to a swampy area adjacent to the road. 

“Bill, there’s a huge moose standing in that swamp.” 

Already on the highway, we had to travel a couple miles to the next ramp 
and turn around. When we arrived back, I looked at the swamp and sure 
enough, there was a cow moose Standing on the edge of the swamp. 

The daylight was disappearing and the mosquitoes were stil] out, but we 
decided to make an attempt at the moose. 

Trees bordered the swamp on three sides, a road on the fourth. We crept 
along the left tree-line. The moose was 300 yards away along the right tree- 
line. The moose, feeding on the leaves of the trees, slowly waiked out into 
the swamp. At a near crawl, we veered toward it. 

At 150 yards, Bill popped up and fired his first shot. He missed. The 
moose barely moved. He fired again. He missed again. The moose galloped 
a few yards away and stopped. Bill fired again and missed again. This time 
the moose started walking toward us. One last time, Bill fired and one last 
time, he missed. The moose finally ran away. 

The look on Bill's face could have made the devil cry. 

I wanted to say, “Bill, you couldn’t hit the ground if you fell,” but he was 
mad and holding a gun. | chose to be silent and live another day. 

At close range, Bill fired four shots at a large moose and missed every 
time. Needless to say the ride home was silent. 

A couple days later, Bill went to re-sight in his rifle. He, along with an 
employee at the firtng range, determined his scope had been mounted 
wrong. Every shot he fired, the scope was rattled farther out of alignment. 
He fixed the problem and was ready to hunt again. 

Having walked away with a wonderfully humorous story from our 
Tuesday hunt, I decided to join Bill again on his next hunt. Early Saturday 
morning, we ventured out again ... this time with repellant and a properly 
working rifle. 

We arrived at our spot around 7 a.m. We hiked back off the road about 


a half-mile and set up along the banks of a stream. Only a minute passed - 


before a moose walked out into the opening, about 200 yards. Bill crept 
forward. I stayed back and prayed, “Please, let this one die.” I know, it’s an 


odd request of God. However, another episode like Tuesday and PETA 


might begin sponsoring Bill’s hunts. 

Bill and ] were separated by about 30 yards. Like a pair of Navy Seals, 
for several minutes we traded hand signals, telling each other what the 
moose was doing and how far it was away. In hindsight, we laughed about 
those hand signals because we had no idea what we were telling each other. 

_ After what seemed like an hour (really only a couple minutes), the moose 
began to trot away, Bill had finally reached a spot where he had a decent 
shot. At 250 yards and with it trotting away, Bill fired. The moose dropped. 

“How in the heck did he manage to hit that shot, but miss four times at 
150 yards, with the thing standing still?” I asked myself, 

Who cares. The moose was dead, Bill was happy. I was happy. 


It was 7:30 a.m. on Saturday morning and we were standing over the - 


massive dead animal. I don’t know what Bil was. thinking, but! remember 
what I was thinking.
